I  am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1952. 

The  year  1951-52  marks  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Prior  to  1911  statements  of  the  financial  operations  appeared  only  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  since  1909  have  contained  the  annual 
and  biennial  budgets.  Since  July  1,  1911,  separate  reports  have  been  published 
showing  the  financial  operations  of  each  year.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a 
comprehensive  and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods 
covered,  for  the  information  and  reference  of  all  persons  concerned  or  interested. 

A  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on  page  6 
and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  tables. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  George 
Rossetter  &  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended 
herewith.

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SUMMARY 
Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  all  financial  operations  of  the  University  and  all  funds 
handled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Appropriations  made  by  the  General  Assembly  to  the  University  from  tax 
funds  are  disbursed  through  the  State  Treasurer.  Certain  federal  grants  are  deposited  with  the  State  as  are 
also  the  receipts  from  student  fees  and  other  current  general  income.  These  funds  are  also  disbursed  through 
the  State  Treasurer  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  other  federal  grants 
as  well  as  all  trust  funds.  It  also  holds,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  to  be  used 
for  emergency  payments  which  are  reimbursed  to  the  fund  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  the  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  Standard  Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education.  Except 
for  auxiliary  enterprises  (see  page  9),  they  are  maintained  on  a  modified  cash  basis.  Income  in  current  general 
funds  other  than  that  arising  from  charge  sales  of  certain  services  and  products  and  from  fees,  is  entered  as 
cash  is  received  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  the  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred 
income  to  be  taken  into  income  when  spent.  During  the  year,  whenever  an  obligation  which  will  result  in  a 
current  expenditure  is  entered  into,  a  record  thereof  is  made  in  the  books  of  account  and  a  reserve  set  aside  to 
cover  this  anticipated  expenditure.  Payment  of  the  account  is  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  item  becomes 
payable,  accounts  payable  being  set  up  only  for  items  not  so  paid. 

Gross  Assets  at  June  30,  1952,  Were  $129,198,052,  an  Increase  During  1951-52  of  $12,125,743 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  total  assets  of  $117,072,309.  This  was  increased  by 
$12,125,743  during  1951-52  to  $129,198,052  (Exhibit  A)  at  June  30,  1952.  An  analysis  of  gross  assets  by

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unencumbered  balance  of  general  funds  of  $97,132. 
ne  current  operating  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  expenditures  by  $1,830,926.  Included  in  income 
$767,271  accrued  and  uncollected  from  United  States  Veterans  Administration  for  fees  of  veteran  students. 
le  sum  of  $603,469  was  appropriated  for  plant  additions.  After  allowing  for  these  appropriations  and  for  a 
serve  for  uncollected  veterans'  fees  of  $767,271  (decreased  by  $858,441  from  June  30,  1951)  and  for  other 
icessary  reserves,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1952,  a  free  balance  of  $726,768,  per  Exhibit  B.  The  increase 
the  general  reserve  during  the  year  thus  amounted  to  $629,636  for  use  in  the  second  year  of  the  biennium.

Receipts  from  Private  Sources,  Totaling  $1,695,155 

The  University  receives  a  number  of  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies  or  persons. 
These  funds,  which  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  current  income,  represent  gifts 
and  grants  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  them  are  in  the  form  of  endowment  from  which  only 
the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated. 

The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind,  together  with  details  of  its  operation,  are 
shown  in  Schedule  B-4.  During  the  year  gifts  for  various  purposes  taken  into  income  amounted  to  $1,580,338, 
endowment  income  $114,777,  and  other  additions  $40,  making  total  income  for  the  year  $1,695,155.

The  researcli  contracts  indicated  above  provide  for  payment  of  direct  costs  of  tlie  program  together  with 
an  allowance  for  indirect  costs  resulting  from  such  projects.  A  considerable  portion  of  these  contracts  allow 
full  reimbursement  of  all  indirect  costs  resulting  from  their  operation. 

The  details  of  the  numerous  government  contracts,  which  are  handled  as  trust  funds,  are  included  in 
Schedule  B-5.  The  largest  items  are  research  contracts  with  the  Air  Forces,  the  Army  Ordnance,  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission,  the  Office  of  Naval  Research  and  the  Public  Health  Service.  Expenditures  made  during 
the  year  totaled  $3,255,202  and  are  included  in  Schedules  B-2  and  B-2a  under  the  classifications  and  in  the 
amounts  indicated  below:

From  indirect  costs  recovered  from  United  States  Government  programs,  including  the  10%  from  the 
Veterans  Administration  for  books  and  supplies,  $582,684  was  expended  during  the  year.   (Schedule  B-6). 

Operation  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Totaled  $4,768,433 

Activities  described  as  "auxiliary  enterprises"  include  union  buildings,  residence  halls,  staff  housing,  book- 
stores, and  hospital  and  medical  services.  The  total  income  of  these  activities  for  the  year,  the  accounts  of 
which  are  kept  on  the  accrual  basis,  amounted  to  $4,768,433  (Exhibit  B).  Expenses  amounted  to  $4,408,150 
representing  an  excess  of  $360,283  of  income  over  expenditures  (Schedule  B-7).  Where  income  exceeds  expenses, 
the  excess  is  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against  possible  future  deficits. 

Student  Loan  Funds  on  June  30,  1952,  Totaled  $556,294,  an  Increase  of  $2,743  During  1951-52 

All  student  loan  funds  of  the  University  arose  from  private  gifts,  which  have  amounted  to  $433,773  plus 
income  after  allowing  for  collection  expense.  The  loanable  principal  of  these  funds  on  June  30,  1952,  was 
$556,294  as  compared  with  $553,551,  June  30,  1951,  Exhibit  C.  The  increase  resulted  from:

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $259,361  and  loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$196,665.  Loans  outstanding  June  30,  1952,  amounted  to  $238,332  as  compared  with  $175,636  as  of  June  30, 
1951.  Of  the  amount  of  outstanding  loans,  94.0%  are  not  yet  due,  and  6.0%  have  matured  and  are  past  due. 
Collections  are  being  made  on  most  of  the  latter. 

University's  Endowment  Funds  on  June  30,  1952,  from  Public  Sources 
Totaled  $649,013  and  from  Private  Sources  $2,551,498 

Althougli  the  University  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
a  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
constituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  Act.  This  fund  now  represents 
a  permanent  principal  of  $649,013,  as  per  Exhibits  A  and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund 
and  assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose, 
the  sum  of  $64,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
from  tax  revenues.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  a  balance  of  plant  funds  of  $13,592,040.  To  this  amount 
the  sum  of  1603,469  was  added  from  current  income,  $6,463,050  from  special  State  appropriations,  $1,750,000 
from  proceeds  of  a  bond  issue  and  a  deduction  of  $129,092  from  other  sources.  After  allowing  for  expenditures 
listed  above,  and  for  expenditures  of  $796,330  not  capitalized,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1952,  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $14,812,034  available  for  expenditure  in  1952-53  (Exhibit  E). 


Debt  Obligation  on  Various  Buildings 

During  the  past  few  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuance 
of  debt  obligations  on  a  self-liquidating  basis.  Total  payments  to  depositaries  on  these  projects,  were  $508,813 
(Exhibit  F).  Principal  repayments  made  during  1951-52  totaled  $428,000.  A  balance  of  $211,329  remained 
with  depo.sitaries  on  June  30,  1952,  to  apply  on  future  payments. 

Total  indebtedness  increased  from  $12,033,203  on  June  30,  1951,  to  $13,874,256  at  June  30,  1952 
(Schedule  F-1).  Increase  is  due  to  a  bond  issue  of  $1,750,000  for  construction  and  remodeling  of  residence  halls, 
and  a  net  increase  of  $508,081  in  the  indebtness  to  the  Medical  Center  Steam  Company. 


Plant  Investment  Now  Totals  $98,255,572 

Expenditures  for  plant  additions,  as  previously  stated,  totaled  $8,578,645.  Other  additions  (gifts,  etc.) 
totaled  $153,155.  Deductions  and  adjustments  amounted  to  $203,335,  making  net  additions  of  $8,528,465  for 
the  year  (Exhibit  G).

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The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose, 
however,  have  amounted  to  $4,682,717,  funds  borrowed  $16,724,574,  and  federal  grants  $3,598,407.  Of  funds 
borrowed  the  sum  of  $2,460,193  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $443,000  has  been  repaid  from 
State  appropriations  leaving  $13,821,381,  outstanding  and  unpaid  at  June  30.  The  principal  gifts  of  this  kind 
received  during  the  last  year  were:

In  addition  to  its  own  facilities  the  University  of  Illinois  uses  448,350  square  feet  of  space  at  Navy  Pier, 
rented  from  the  City  of  Chicago  at  $135,750  per  year.  The  University  also  has  promised  to  pay  the  cost  of 
restoring  the  Pier,  estimated  at  $200,000. 

Agency  Funds  on  June  30,  1952,  Totaled  $351,205 

Receipts  in  this  fund  which  includes  withholding  tax  were  $3,990,558,  disbursements,  $3,959,366,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $351,205  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Schedule  H). 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $2,585,113,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $6,643,393 

Storeroom  inventory  balances  of  $965,108  were  brought  forward  July  1.  Purchases  and  expenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $2,673,776  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $2,585,113.  After 
adjusting  book  figures  to  agree  with  actual  inventories,  there  remained  on  June  30  an  inventory  of  $1,055,707 
(Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $6,643,393.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $4,465,311;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $650,475;  telephone  system,  $341,176;  print 
shop,  $337,659;  animal  hospital  operation,  $118,330. 

Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1951-52  Totaled  $189,692 

Balances  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted  to  $150,713  (Schedule  K).  Receipts 
during  the  year  totaled  $189,692  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  $133,747.  A  balance  of 
$121,529  remained  on  June  30,  1952,  after  transferring  $85,129  to  endowment  income  accounts. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,093,264  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff.  The  University  Retirement  System 
provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the  system  was  inaugurated  in  1941 
are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.  Statements  are  included  in  Appendix  IV. 

Other  Reports 

Student  organizations  and  similar  activities  are  included  in  a  report  entitled  "Finances  of  Organizations 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,"  which  is  available  upon  request. 

A  separate  report  of  the  operations  of  the  University  Retirement  System  is  also  available  upon  request.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Illinois: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  (Exhibit  A)  of  the  University  of  Illinois  as  of 
June  30,  1952,  the  related  summaries  of  current  income  and  expenditures  and  current 
surplus-unappropriated  (Exhibit  B),  and  the  related  summaries  of  changes  in  other  fund 
balances  (Exhibits  C,  D,  E,  F,  and  G)  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examination  was 
made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

We  did  not  request  confirmation  of  balances  receivable  from  various  agencies  of  the 
United  States  Government,  whose  policy  does  not  provide  for  verification  of  amounts 
owed.  However,  we  used  other  procedures  in  verification  of  these  accounts  and  have 
satisfied  ourselves  as  to  their  substantial  accuracy. 

We  have  also  examined  the  financial  statements  of  The  Athletic  Association  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation,  and  have  rendered 
separate  reports  thereon. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  together  with  the  footnotes  thereto, 
and  summaries  of  current  income  and  expenditures  and  current  surplus-unappropriated, 
and  of  changes  in  other  fund  balances  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  at  June  30,  1952,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  principles  of  university  and  college  accounting  applied 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

3.  "Reserve  Account"  an  amount  annually  of  S10,000  beginning  June  30,  1954,  until  said  account  aggr 
gates  the  sum  of  $100,000.  These  funds  should  be  used  solely  for  purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  c 
bonds  when  there  is  insufficient  money  available  in  the  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Account."  Funds  in  th 
account  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities.  When  funds  are  expended  from  this  accoun 
funds  shall  be  again  credited  to  this  account  at  the  rate  of  $10,000  annually  until  the  account  has  been  reston 
to  $100,000. 

4.  All  moneys  remaining  in  "Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1952"  after  all  amounts  requii 
in  sections  (1)  to  (3)  above,  shall  be  used  for  calling  and  redeeming  bonds  which  are  redeemable  prior 
maturity.  Funds  in  this  account  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

If  at  any  time  the  revenues  are  insufficient  to  place  the  required  amounts  in  said  accounts,  the  deficien 
shall  be  made  up  in  the  following  period  or  periods,  after  credits  to  all  accounts  enjoying  prior  claim  of  reveni 
have  been  made  in  full.

Note:   The  policy  of  the  Association  in  accounting  for  fixed  assets  is  stated  as  follows: 
Athletic  equipment  is  charged  direct  to  expense  of  the  related  activity  when  purchased.  Since  June  30,  1951,  the  Association  has  maintained  the  policy  of  record- 
ing athletic  equipment  owned  as  an  asset  of  the  fixed  assets  fund,  based  on  a  physical  inventory  of  the  equipment  on  hand  (both  new  and  used)  priced  at  approxi- 
mately one  third  of  current  costs. 

Furniture  and  fixtures  and  physical  equipment  and  tools  are  carried  at  cost,  less  annual  depreciation  charges  of  15%  and  30%  respectively,  of  the  net  book  value. 
Real  estate — residential  property  is  carried  at  cost  with  no  provision  for  depreciation. 
In  addition  to  the  fixed  assets  recorded  on  the  books,  the  Association  has  made  substantial  expenditures  for  other  capital  assets  which  are  owned  by  the  University.

The  financial  statements  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined 
by  Haskins  and  Sells,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their  report  thereon  is 
appended  herewith.

Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  all  financial  operations  of  the  University  and  all  fundi 
handled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Appropriations  made  by  the  General  Assembly  to  the  University  from  ta: 
funds  are  disbursed  through  the  State  Treasurer.  Certain  federal  grants  are  deposited  with  the  State  as  an 
also  the  receipts  from  student  fees  and  other  current  general  income.  These  funds  are  also  disbursed  througl 
the  State  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  other  federal  grant 
as  well  as  all  trust  funds.  It  also  holds,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  to  be  use( 
for  emergency  payments  which  are  reimbursed  to  the  fund  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  the  standard; 
recommended  by  The  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busines 
Administration,  Volume  I.  Except  for  auxiliary  enterprises  (see  page  9),  they  are  maintained  on  a  modifiec 
accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds,  other  than  that  arising  from  charge  sales  of  certain  service 
and  products  and  from  fees,  is  entered  as  cash  is  received.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  the  excess  of  receipt 
over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income,  to  be  taken  into  income  when  spent.  During  the  year,  when 
ever  an  obligation  which  will  result  in  a  current  expenditure  is  entered  into,  a  record  thereof  is  made  in  th 
books  of  account  and  a  reserve  set  aside  to  cover  this  anticipated  expenditure.  Payment  of  the  account  is  mad 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  item  becomes  payable,  accounts  payable  being  set  up  only  for  items  not  so  paid

Debt  Obligations  on  Various  Buildings 

During  the  past  few  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuanc 
of  debt  obligations  on  a  self-liquidating  basis.  Total  transfers  to  sinking  funds  on  these  projects  were  $835,55 
(Exhibit  F).  Principal  repayments  made  during  1952-53  totaled  $199,875.  A  balance  of  $618,515  remaine 
on  June  30,  1953,  to  apply  on  future  payments.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unencumbered  balance  of  general  funds  of  $726,768.

The  research  contracts  indicated  above  provide  for  payment  of  direct  costs  of  the  program  together  with 
an  allowance  for  indirect  costs  resulting  from  such  projects.

Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
instituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  Act.  This  fund  now  repre.sents 
permanent  principal  of  $649,013,  Exhibits  A  and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
sumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.

Not  included  in  this  report  is  the  bequest  of  Dr.  George  A.  Miller  who  gave  to  the  University  real  estate 
with  an  approximate  value  of  $8,000  and  personal  property  with  an  approximate  value  of  $900,000.  These 
properties  were  still  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  at  June  30,  although  the  gift  has  been  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  This  gift  therefore  will  be  included  in  the  June  30,  1954,  report. 

Endowment  Investments  Show  a  Wide  Diversification

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  total  investment  in  securities  was  in  1952,  39.7%  am 
in  1953,  34.2%.  The  average  income  on  permanent  endowment  securities  for  1952-53  was  4.5%  as  comparei 
with  4.8%  in  1951-52.  The  average  income  on  temporary  endowment  securities  for  1952-53  was  2.8%  as  com 
pared  with  2.6%  in  1951-52.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwi^ 
directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entii' 
responsibility  for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  temporary  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes  of  investments 
unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities  are  carried  to 
"Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  On  June  30,  1953,  the  balance  in  the  permanent  accoun 
amounted  to  $43,612,  while  the  balance  in  the  temporary  account  was  zero,  Schedule  D-1. 
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Total  invest mciits  on  Juno  30,  1953,  were  $2,248,663,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $2,386,294. 
Income  on  investments  was  $127,253  in  1952-53. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments  was  $177,879,  Schedule  D-1.

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose, 
'wever,  have  amounted  to  $4,735,990,  funds  borrowed  $17,150,688,  and  federal  grants  $3,598,407.  Of  funds 
irowed  the  sum  of  $2,913,088  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $1,268,000  has  been  repaid 
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from  State  appropriations  leaving  $12,969,600,  outstanding  and  unpaid  at  June  30.  The  principal  gifts  of  this 
kind  received  during  the  last  year  were:

In  addition  to  its  own  facilities  the  University  of  Illinois  uses  448,350  square  feet  of  space  at  Navy  Pier, 
rented  from  the  City  of  Chicago  at  $135,750  per  year.  The  University  also  has  agreed  to  pay  the  cost  of  restoring 
the  Pier,  estimated  at  $200,000. 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $2,682,266,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $7,132,023 

Storeroom  inventory  balances  of  $1,043,433  were  brought  forward  July  1.  Purchases  and  expenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $2,676,070  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $2,682,266.  After 
adjusting  book  figures  to  agree  with  actual  inventories,  there  remained  on  June  30  an  inventory  of  $1,037,205 
(Schedule  H). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $7,132,023.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $4,743,853;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $688,130;  print  shop,  $378,498;  telephone 
system,  $371,478;  animal  hospital  operation,  $108,332. 

Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1952-53  Totaled  $273,481 

Balances  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amoiuited  to  $121,529  (Schedule  J).  Receipts  during 
the  year  totaled  $273,481  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  $141,500.  A  balance  of  $176,070 
remained  on  June  30,  1953,  after  transferring  $77,440  to  endowment  income  accounts. 

Agency  Funds  on  June  30,  1953,  Totaled  $388,722 

Receipts  in  this  fund  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding  were  $4,722,631,  disbursements,  $4,685,114, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $388,722  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Schedule  K). 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,082,854  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff.  The  University  Retirement  System  pro- 
vides retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the  system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are 
paid  directly  by  the  University. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.  Statements  are  included  in  Appendix  IV. 

Other  Reports 

Student  organizations  and  similar  activities  are  included  in  a  report  entitled  "Finances  of  Organizations 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,"  which  is  available  upon  request. 

A  separate  report  of  the  operations  of  the  University  Retirement  System  is  also  available  upon  request.

'Cash  held  by  the  University  Treasurer,  as  shown  on  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  includes  approximately  $1,000,000  which  represents  the  unexpended 
portion  of  funds  collected  from  various  agencies  of  the  United  States  Government  as  a  recovery  of  depreciation  and  other  indirect  costs  applicable  to  research  and 
training  programs  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  and  for  the  Government. 

Tliese  funds  (including  collections  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1953  of  approximately  8550,000  less  disbursements  therefrom  of  approximately  $475,000 
during  that  year)  were  not  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  to  be  credited  to  the  "University  Income  Fund"  but  were  held  ($650,000)  as  restricted  funds  to  provide  for 
expenditures  directly  connected  with  various  government  research  and  veteran  supply  contracts  until  such  expenditures  are  recovered  from  the  various  governmental 
agencies  and  ($350,000)  to  be  either  disbursed  for  general  purposes  or  transferred  to  the  State  Treasury.  The  .stated  opinion  of  legal  counsel  for  the  University  (1948- 
49)  is  that  the  University  may  lawfully  retain  these  funds  in  its  own  treasury.

funds  are  disbursed  through  the  State  Treasurer.  Certain  federal  grants  are  deposited  with  the  State  as  arc 
also  the  receipts  from  student  fees  and  certain  other  current  general  income.  These  funds  are  also  disburse( 
through  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  other  federa 
grants,  auxiliary  enterprises,  self-supporting  activities,  as  well  as  all  trust  funds.  It  also  holds,  by  authority 
of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  to  be  used  for  emergency  payments  which  are  reimbursed  t( 
the  fund  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  the  standard; 
recommended  by  The  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Businesi 
Administration,  Volume  I.  Except  for  auxiliary  enterprises  (see  page  9),  they  are  maintained  on  a  modifiec 
accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds,  other  than  that  arising  from  charge  sales  of  certain  service 
and  products  and  from  fees,  is  entered  as  cash  is  received.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  the  excess  of  receipt 
over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income,  to  be  taken  into  income  when  spent.  During  the  year,  when 
ever  an  obligation  which  will  result  in  a  current  expenditure  is  entered  into,  a  record  thereof  is  made  in  th( 
books  of  account  and  a  reserve  set  aside  to  cover  this  anticipated  expenditure.  Payment  of  the  account  is  madi 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  item  becomes  payable,  accounts  payable  being  set  up  only  for  items  not  so  paid

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  total  investment  in  securities  was  in  1953,  34.2%  and 
in  1954,  35.1%.  The  average  income  on  permanent  endowment  securities  for  1953-54  was  4.7%  as  compared 
with  4.5%  in  1952-53.  The  average  income  on  temporary  endowment  securities  for  1953-54  was  2.8%  as  com- 
pared with  2.8%  in  1952-53.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire 
responsibility  for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  temporary  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes  of  investments 
unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities  are  carried  to 
"Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  On  June  30,  1954,  the  balance  in  the  permanent  accoun 
amounted  to  $45,064,  while  the  balance  in  the  temporary  account  was  $331,  Schedule  D-1.

Receipts  in  agency  funds  for  the  year  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding  were  $4,753,577,  disburse 
ments,  $4,772,837,  leaving  a  balance  of  $369,462  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Exhibit  H). 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $2,715,040,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $7,070,905 

Storeroom  inventory  balances  of  $1,015,158  were  brought  forward  July  1.  Purchases  and  expenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $2,734,208  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $2,715,040.  Afte: 
adjusting  book  figures  to  agree  with  actual  inventories,  there  remained  on  June  30  an  inventory  of  $1,068,991 
(Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $7,070,905.  Included  in  this  tota 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $4,637,100;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $735,086;  telephone  system,  $406,062;  prini 
shop,  $374,909. 

Deposits  on  June  30,  1954,  Totaled  $116,121 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  many  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1953-54  totalec 
$126,708.  After  returning  $109,540  to  these  individuals,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1954,  a  balance  of  $116,12] 
(Schedule  J). 

Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1953-54  Totaled  $182,261 

Balances  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted  to  $170,87^ 
(Schedule  K).  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $182,261  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period  wer« 
$119,100.  A  balance  of  $147,950  remained  on  June  30,  1954,  after  transferring  $86,083  to  endowmen 
income  accounts. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,247,608  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff.  The  University  Re 
tirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the  system  wa 
inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiat 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board 
Trustees  of  the  University.  Statements  are  included  in  Appendix  III. 

Other  Reports 

Student  organizations  and  similar  activities  are  included  in  a  report  entitled  "Finances  of  Organization 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,"  which  is  available  upon  request.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University 
for  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.

For  emergency  payments  the  Board  also  maintains,  bj 
authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  which  is  reimbursed  from  current  State  appropriations 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  re])orts  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  The  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busi- 
ness Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  the 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable.

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  total  investment  in  securities  in  1954  was  35.1%  and 
in  1955,  39.3%.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  permanent  endowment  securities  for  1954-55  was 
4.9%  as  compared  with  4.7%  in  1953-54.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller  estate  securities  held  for  endowment 
purposes  for  the  first  time  during  1954-55  was  4.4%.  The  average  income  of  securities  for  those  accounts 
presently  functioning  as  endowments  for  1954-55  was  2.4%  as  compared  with  2.8%  in  1953-54.  In  making  invest- 
ments of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the 
Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility  for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  balances  functioning  as  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes 
of  investments,  unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities 
are  carried  to  a  "Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  On  June  30,  1955,  the  balance  in  the 
permanent  account  amounted  to  $45,060,  while  the  balance  in  the  other  non-expendable  funds  account  was 
$325,  Schedule  D-1. 

Total  investments  on  June  30,  1955,  were  $3,506,923,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $4,248,324. 
Income  on  investments  was  $188,514  in  1954-55. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments  was  $237,544,  Schedule  D-1.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  a  balance  of  unexpended  plant  funds  of  $6,732,112.  To 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $1,802,734  was  added  from  current  income,  $4,195,000  from  special  State  appropria- 
tions, $92,500  from  auxiliary  enterprises,  $3,071  from  interest  on  United  States  Government  securities,  and 
$13,410  from  other  sources.  After  allowing  for  expenditures  listed  above,  and  for  expenditures  of  $561,275 
not  capitalized,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1955,  an  unexpended  balance  of  $6,298,161  available  for  expendi- 
ture in  1955-56  (Exhibit  E).

Purchases  and  expenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $2,989,547  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $2,931,187.  After 
adjusting  book  figures  to  agree  with  actual  inventories,  there  remained  on  June  30,  an  inventory  of  $1,116,681 
(Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $7,685,541.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $5,007,908;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $739,906;  telephone  system,  $435,410;  print 
shop,  $391,297;  laundry,  $111,829. 

Deposits  on  June  30,  1955  Totaled  $64,262 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  many  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1954-55  totaled 
$70,983.  After  withdrawals  of  $119,527,  there  remained  on  June  30,  1955,  a  balance  of  $64,262  (Schedule  J). 

Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1954-55  Totaled  $248,514 

Balances  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted  to  $147,950 
(Schedule  K).  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $248,514  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were 
$160,342.  A  balance  of  $144,944  remained  on  June  30,  1955,  after  transferring  $91,178  to  endowment 
income  accounts. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,244,202  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff.  The  University  Retire- 
ment System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the  system  was 
inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.  Statements  are  included  in  Appendix  III. 

Other  Reports 

Student  organizations  and  similar  activities  are  included  in  a  financial  report  entitled  "Organizations  at 
the  University  of  Illinois,"  which  is  available  upon  request. 

A  separate  report  of  the  operations  of  the  University  Retirement  System  is  also  available  upon  request.

A  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on  page  6 
and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  tables. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined 
by  Haskins  &  Sells,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their  report  thereon  is 
appended  herewith.

Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University 
for  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  University  made  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly from  tax  funds  and  receipts  from  student  fees,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service  departments,  anc 
certain  federal  grants  deposited  with  the  State  are  disbursed  through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operatior 
of  auxiliary  enterprises  and  self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Board  also  maintains,  bj 
authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed  froir 
current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busi- 
ness Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  the 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable.

Working  Balance  of  Current  Funds  at  Close  of  Year  Was  $585,501,  an  Increase  of  $390,511 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  of  $194,990. 
Current  operating  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  expenditures  by  $1,766,473.  Income  from  sale  of  land  and 
buildings  amounted  to  $85,391.  Increa.ses  in  surplus  re.serves  amounted  to  $162,111.  The  sum  of  $115,103  was 
tran.sferred  to  current  restricted  funds  and  $1,184,139  was  appropriated  and  transferred  to  unexpended  plant 
funds.  After  allowing  for  these  increases,  transfer  and  appropriations,  there  remained  as  of  June  30,  1956,  a  free 
balance  of  $585,501  (Exhibit  B).

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $308,992  and  loans  collected,  $346,847  (Schedule  C-2).  Loans 
autstanding  June  30,  1956,  amounted  to  $471,768  as  compared  with  $449,623  as  of  June  30,  1955.

Although  the  L'niversity  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
1  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Lender  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1802,  an  endowment  fund  was 
constituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents 
I  permanent  principal  of  $649,013  (Exhibits  A  and  D).  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
issumed  respon-sibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose,  the 
mm  of  $64,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
'rom  tax  revenues.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a  number  of  gifts,  on  which  the  income  alone  may  be  expended,  have

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  total  investment  in  securities  in  195G  was  39.8%  and 
in  1955,  39.3%.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  permanent  endowment  securities  for  1955-56  was 
5.4%  as  compared  with  4.9%  in  1954-55.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller  estate  securities  held  for  endow- 
ment purposes  for  1955-56  was  4.5%  as  compared  with  4.4%  in  1954-55.  The  average  income  of  securities 
for  other  accounts  presently  functioning  as  endowments  for  1955-56  was  2.4%  as  compared  with  2.4%  in 
1954-55.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  donor, 
follows  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility  for 
selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  balances  functioning  as  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes 
of  investments,  unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities 
are  carried  to  a  "Gains  and  Los.ses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  On  June  30,  1956,  the  balance  in  the 
permanent  account  amounted  to  $57,360,  while  the  balance  in  the  other  non-expendable  funds  account  was 
$336  (Schedule  D-1). 

Total  investments  on  June  30,  1956,  were  $3,557,348,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $4,353,073. 
Income  on  investments  was  $190,650  in  1955-56.

Operation  of  Buildings 

The  University  will  deposit  its  I'eceipts  from  the  operations  of  these  buildings  in  its  own  treasury.  This 
account  will  be  designated  as  "Dormitory  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1956."  All  moneys  in  this  account  shall  be 
credited  to  separate  special  accounts  as  follows: 

1.  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account"  on  the  first  business  day  of  each  month  an  amount  sufficient 
to  pay  the  reasonable  expenses  of  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  said  men's  residence  halls  for  the 
next  succeeding  month. 

2.  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Fund  Account"  on  the  first  days  of  February  and  July,  beginning  in  the 
year  1957,  not  less  than  $37,000  until  such  time  as  such  funds  and  the  income  and  profits  realized  from  any 
investments  thereof  are  at  least  equal  to  current  year's  and  the  next  two  succeeding  years'  debt  service  and 
thereafter,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  then  current  year's  debt  service  and  to  maintain  a 
reserve  of  two  years'  accumulated  debt  service  on  bonds  then  outstanding.  Funds  in  this  account  in  excess 
of  the  principal  and  interest  requirements  for  the  next  succeeding  twelve  months  may  be  invested  in  United 
States  Government  securities. 

3.  All  moneys  remaining  in  "Dormitory  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1956"  after  all  amounts  required  in  sec- 
tions (1)  and  (2)  above,  shall  be  used  for  calling  and  redeeming  bonds  which  are  redeemable  prior  to  maturity; 
provided,  however,  that  if  on  the  (60th)  day  before  any  interest  payment  date  on  which  any  bonds  are  redeem- 
able moneys  are  available  to  purchase  ten  or  more  bonds  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of 
bonds  then  redeemable.  Unused  funds  until  applied  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

If  on  the  first  day  of  February  and  July  of  each  year  beginning  in  the  year  1957  the  revenues  are  insufficient 
to  place  the  required  amounts  in  said  accounts,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  out  of  pledged  student  fees 
and  tuition  not  to  exceed  $56,250  in  any  fiscal  year.

These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a 
comprehensive  and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods 
covered,  for  the  information  and  reference  of  all  persons  concerned  or  interested. 

A  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on  page  6 
and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  tables. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined 
by  Haskins  &  Sells,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their  report  thereon  is 
appended  herewith.

SUMMARY 
Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University 
for  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  University  made  by  the  General  As- 
sembly from  tax  funds  and  receipts  from  student  fees,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service  departments  and 
certain  federal  grants  deposited  with  the  State  are  disbursed  through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operation 
of  auxiliary  enterprises  and  self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Board  also  maintains,  by 
authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed  from 
current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busi- 
ness Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  the 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable.

Although  the  University  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
lumber  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  L^nited  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
istituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  the  total  invested  in  securities  at  June  30,  1957  was 
42.4%  and  at  June  30,  1956,  39.8%.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  permanent  endowment  securities 
for  1956-57  was  5.3%  as  compared  with  5.4%  in  1955-56.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller  estate  securities 
held  for  endowment  purposes  for  1956-57  was  4.6%  as  compared  with  4.5%  in  1955-56.  The  average  income 
of  securities  for  other  accounts  presently  functioning  as  endowments  for  1956-57  was  2.7%  as  compared  with 
2.4%  in  1955-56.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility 
for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  balances  functioning  as  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes 
of  investment,  unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities 
are  carried  to  a  "Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  On  June  30,  1957,  the  balance  in  the 
permanent  account  amounted  to  $55,997,  while  the  balance  in  the  other  non-expendable  funds  account  was 
$336  (Schedule  D-1). 

Total  investments  on  June  30,  1957,  were  $3,902,348,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $4,688,973. 
Income  on  investments  was  $198,950  in  1956-57. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments,  including  real  estate  and  farm  properties,  was  $265,173  (Schedule  D-1).

Receipts  in  agency  funds  for  the  year,  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding,  were  $5,978,697,  disburse- 
ments were  $5,866,244,  leaving  a  balance  of  $605,363  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Exhibit  H). 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $3,542,629,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $8,197,443 

Storeroom  balances  of  $1,116,856  were  brought  forward  July  1,  195().  Purchases  and  expenses  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $3,507,557  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $3,542,629.  After  trans- 
ferring a  surplus  of  $32,525  from  operations  to  general  University  income  there  remained  on  June  30,  1957, 
balances  of  $1,114,309  (Schedule  I).

Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $303,121  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period 
were  $173,150.  After  transferring  $83,498  to  endowment  income  accounts,  a  balance  of  $168,832  remained  as  of

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,366,143  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff  during  the  year  1956-57. 
The  University  Retirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before 
the  system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.  Statements  are  included  in  Appendix  V.

The  addition  is  to  be  added  to  the  Women's  Residence  Halls,  known  as  the  Lincoln  Avenue  Residences, 
located  at  1005  South  Lincoln  Avenue,  and  will  front  on  Gregory  Drive,  Urbana,  Illinois. 

Operation  of  Building 

The  University  will  deposit  its  receipts  i'rom  the  operations  of  this  building  in  its  own  treasury.  This 
account  will  be  designated  as  "Women's  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1950."  All  moneys  in  this 
account  shall  be  credited  to  separate  special  accounts  as  follows: 

1.  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account"  on  the  first  business  day  of  each  month  an  amount  sufficient 
to  pay  the  reasonable  expenses  of  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  said  addition  to  the  Lincoln  Avenue 
Residences  for  the  next  succeeding  month. 

2.  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Fund  Account"  the  sum  of  $83,000  semiannually  within  60  days  following 
June  30  and  December  31  of  each  year,  after  the  project  becomes  revenue  producing,  until  such  time  as  such 
funds  and  investments,  and  the  income  and  profits  realized  from  any  investments  thereof,  are  at  least  equal 
to  the  debt  service  requirements  on  the  outstanding  bonds  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year  plus  a  debt  service 
reserve  of  $270,000,  and  thereafter  such  sums  semiannually  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  then  current  j^ears 
debt  service  and  to  maintain  the  debt  service  reserve  of  $270,000.  Funds  in  this  account  in  excess  of  the 
principal  and  interest  requirements  for  the  next  succeeding  twelve  months  may  be  invested  in  LTnited  States 
Government  securities. 

3.  All  moneys  remaining  in  "Women's  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1956"  after  the  full  debt 
service  reserve  has  been  provided,  shall  be  used  for  purchasing  bonds  of  this  issue  on  the  open  market;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  on  the  (60th)  day  before  any  interest  payment  date  on  which  any  bonds  are  redeemable 
moneys  are  available  to  purchase  ten  or  more  bonds  such  mone3^s  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  bonds 
then  redeemable.  Unu.sed  funds  until  applied  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

If  at  the  close  of  any  fiscal  year  after  the  project  becomes  revenue-producing  the  revenues  are  insufficient 
to  place  the  required  amounts  in  said  accounts,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  out  of  pledged  student  fees 
and  tuition  not  to  exceed  $()8,750  in  any  fiscal  year.

The  additional  units,  to  be  known  as  the  Northw^est  Parade  Grounds  Units,  are  to  be  located  at  the 
Southeast  corner  of  First  Street  and  Gregory  Drive,  Champaign,  Illinois. 

Operation  of  Buildings 

The  University  will  deposit  its  receipts  from  the  operations  of  these  buildings  in  its  own  treasury.  This 
account  will  be  designated  as  "Men's  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1957."  All  moneys  in  the  account 
shall  be  credited  to  separate  special  accounts  as  follows: 

1.  "Operation  and  Maintenance  Account"  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  expenses  of  opera- 
tion, maintenance  and  repair  of  said  men's  residence  hall  units  as  they  occur.  Reasonable  reserves  may  be 
established  for  repairs,  replacement  of  equipment  and  other  expenditures  which  do  not  occur  regularly. 

2.  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Fund  Account"  the  sum  of  $195,000  semiannually  within  60  days  following 
June  30  and  December  31  of  each  year,  after  the  project  becomes  revenue  producing,  until  such  time  as  such 
funds  and  investments,  and  the  income  and  profits  realized  from  any  investments  thereof,  are  at  least  equal 
to  the  debt  service  recjuirements  on  the  outstanding  bonds  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year  plus  a  debt  service 
reserve  of  $680,000  provided  that  the  amounts  so  deposited  prior  to  September  1,  1958  shall  not  exceed,  unless 
necessary,  the  net  revenues  of  the  project.  Funds  in  this  account  in  excess  of  the  principal  and  interest  require- 
ments for  the  next  succeeding  twelve  months  may  be  invested  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

3.  All  moneys  remaining  in  "Men's  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bond  Fund  of  1957"  after  all  amounts 
required  in  sections  (1)  and  (2)  above,  shall  be  used  for  any  of  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  For  calling  and  redeeming  bonds  redeemable  prior  to  maturity. 

(b)  For  purchasing  in  open  market  bonds  of  this  issue  at  the  lowest  prices  reasonably  obtainable,  but  not 
exceeding  current  redemption  value. 

(c)  For  investment  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

(d)  For  unusual  or  extraordinary  repairs,  replacements  or  improvements  for  which  no  funds  can  properly 
be  provided  under  section  (1)  above. 

(e)  For  any  lawful  purpose  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 

If  at  the  close  of  any  fiscal  year  after  the  project  becomes  revenue-producing  the  revenues  are  insufficient 
to  place  the  required  amounts  in  said  accounts,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  out  of  pledged  student  fees 
and  tuition  not  to  exceed  $297,000  in  any  fiscal  year.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University  fo 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  University  made  by  the  General  Assembb 
from  tax  funds  and  receipts  from  student  fees  and  certain  federal  grants  deposited  with  the  State  ai'e  disbursec 
through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburs( 
funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service  departments,  auxiliary  enterprises  anc 
self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Board  also  maintains,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly 
a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standard; 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busi 
ness  Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activitie 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  chargi 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  thi 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable.

From  current  income  for  the  year  and  working  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  appropriations  of 
?1, 156, 932  were  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds  (Exhibits  B  and  E). 

Working  Balance  of  Current  Funds  at  Close  of  Year  Was  $138,370,  a  Decrease  of  $246,159 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  of  $384,529. 
Current  operating  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  expenditures  by  $2,285,650.  The  sum  of  $1,156,932 
was  appropriated  and  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds.  Increases  in  surplus  reserves  (mainly  for  second 
year  of  biennium  operating  expenses)  amounted  to  $1,374,877.  After  allowing  for  these  changes,  there  re- 
mained as  of  June  30,  1958,  a  free  balance  of  $138,370  (Exhibit  B).  The  decrease  in  the  general  reserve  during 
the  year  thus  amounted  to  $246,159. 

Sales  of  Self-Supporting  Activities  Totaled  $1,958,129  While  Expenditures  Were  $1,811,445 

Sales  of  self-supporting  activities,  taken  into  income  during  the  year,  were  $1,958,129  (Schedule  B-3). 
Expenditures  made  during  the  same  period  totaled  $1,811,445.  Where  income  exceeds  expenditures,  the  excess 
is  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against  possible  future  deficits. 

Included  in  Current  Income  Are  Gifts,  Endowment  Income  and  Other  Trust  Receipts 
from  Private  Sources,  Totaling  $3,998,793 

The  University  receives  a  number  of  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies  or  persons. 
These  funds,  which  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  current  income,  represent  gifts  and 
grants  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  them  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only  the 
income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated. 
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The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind,  together  with  details  of  its  operation,  arc 
shown  in  Schedule  B-4.  During  the  year  gifts  for  various  purposes  and  income  fi'om  endowments  in  the 
amounts  of  $3,787,571  and  $211,222  respectively,  were  included  in  current  income.

The  total  income  of  these  activities  for  the  year,  the  accoun 
of  which  are  kept  on  an  accrual  basis,   amounted   to  $7,664,532   (Schedule  B-7).    Expenses  amounted 
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^7,0S5,o7()  representing  an  excess  of  income  over  expenses  of  $579,150.  In  addition  to  these  operating  ex- 
penses. S4S0..')lo  was  transferred  to  sinking  funds  for  retirement  of  indebtedness,  $222,115  was  used  to  pur- 
chase fixed  assets  and  S34,18o  was  used  to  increase  the  University  equity  in  student-statT  apartment  property 
lield  by  University  of  Illinois  Foundation.  Since  the  current  year's  operating  excess  was  insufficient  to  meet 
all  of  these  requirements,  the  deficiency  was  charged  to  income  reserved  in  prior  years. 

Student  Loan  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1958,  Totaled  $617,031,  an  Increase  of  $17,897  During  1957-58 

.VU  student  loan  funds  of  the  I'niversity  arose  from  private  gift.-<,  which  have  amounted  to  Sn3,9()0.  These 
gifts,  plus  income  after  allowing  for  operating  expenses,  have  created  a  loanable  principal  as  of  June  30,  1958,  of

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $423,590  and  loans  collected,  $393,446  (Schedule  C-2).  Loans 
outstanding  June  30,  1958,  amounted  to  $525,065  as  compared  with  $494,921  as  of  June  30,  1957.  Of  the 
amount  of  outstanding  loans  92.9%  are  not  yet  due,  and  7.1%  have  matured  and  are  past  due.  Collections 
are  being  made  on  most  of  the  latter. 

University's  Endowment  and  Other  Non-Expendable  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1958,  from  Public  Sources 
Totaled  $649,013  and  from  Private  Sources  $5,041,376 

Although  the  University-  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
a  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under"  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
con.stituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  bj^  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents 
a  permanent  principal  of  $649,013  (Exhibits  A  and  D).  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose,  the 
sum  of  S<)4,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
from  tax  revenues.    The  uses  to  which  this  income  maj'  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a  number  of  gifts,  from  which  the  income  alone  may  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Schedule  D-1.  These  gifts,  totaling  $5,041,376 
as  of  June  30,  1958,  have  been  made  for  the  following  purposes:

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  the  total  invested  in  securities  as  of  June  30,  1958,  was 
42.1%  as  compared  with  42.4%  as  of  June  30,  1957.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  permanent 
endowment  securities  for  1957-58  was  5.6%  as  compared  with  5.3%  in  1956-57.  The  average  income  of  the 
Miller  estate  securities  held  for  endowment  purposes  for  1957-58  was  4.7%  as  compared  with  4.6%  in  1956-57. 
The  average  income  of  securities  for  other  accounts  presently  functioning  as  endowments  for  1957-58  was 
2.9%  as  compared  with  2.7%  in  1956-57.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places 
the  entire  responsibility  for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Permanent  endowments  and  balances  functioning  as  endowments  are  divided  into  two  pools  for  purposes 
of  investment,  unless  conditions  of  individual  gifts  prevent.  Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities 
are  carried  to  a  "Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments"  account.  As  of  June  30,  1958,  the  balance  (cumu- 
lative net  gain)  in  the  permanent  account  amounted  to  $55,043,  while  the  deficit  (cumvdative  net  loss)  in  the 
other  non-expendable  funds  account  was  $69  (Schedule  D-1). 

Total  investments  as  of  June  30,  1958,  were  $3,943,419,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $4,860,341. 
Income  on  security  investments  was  $227,648  in  1957-58. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments,  including  real  estate  and  farm  properties,  was  $292,763  (Schedule  D-1)

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  a  balance  in  unexpended  plant  funds  of  $14,225,618.  T( 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $1,156,932  was  added  from  current  income;  $12,656,104  from  special  State  appropria- 
tions; $50,000  from  United  States  Government  grants;  $22,060  from  gifts  from  private  sources;  $69,907  from 
current  restricted  funds;  $174,934  from  interest  on  United  States  Government  securities;  $31,596  from  gaii 
on  sale  of  United  States  Government  securities;  $23,328  from  other  sources.  After  allowing  for  expenditure.- 
Hsted  above  and  for  expenditures  of  $398,556  not  capitalized,  there  remained  as  of  June  30,  1958,  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $15,498,377  available  for  expenditure  in  1958-59  (Exhibit  E). 

Debt  Obligations  on  Various  Buildings 

During  the  past  few  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuanci 
of  debt  obligations  on  a  self-liquidating  basis.   Total  additions  to  sinking  funds  on  these  projects  during  1957-5.'^ 
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were  $1,090,919  (Exhibit  F).  Principal  repayments  made  totaled  $264,000,  reducing  indebtedness  on  these 
projects  to  $17,481,000  (Schedule  F-1).  A  balance  of  $1,038,133  remained  as  of  June  30,  1958,  to  apply  on 
future  paj'ments. 

Total  indebtedness,  including  indebtedness  on  properties  in  which  the  University  is  acquiring  an  equity, 
decreased  from  $21,837,887  as  of  June  30,  1957,  to  $21,323,192  as  of  June  30,  1958. 

Plant  Investment  Now  Totals  $161,642,966 

Expenditures  for  plant  additions,  as  previously  stated,  totaled  $15,281,205.  Other  additions  (gifts,  etc.) 
totaled  $59,335.  Deductions  and  adjustments  amounted  to  $1,217,098,  making  net  additions  of  $14,123,442 
for  the  year  (Exhibit  G).

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bvdk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpo.se, 
however,  have  amounted  to  85,281,010;  funds  borrowed,  $29,200,310;  and  United  States  Govei'nment  grants, 
$3,807,845.  Of  funds  borrowed,  the  .sum  of  $6,402,438  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $1,474,680 
has  been  repaid  from  State  appropriations,  leaving  $21,323,192,  outstanding  and  unpaid  as  of  June  30,  1958.

In  addition  to  its  own  facilities  the  University  of  Illinois  uses  555,000  square  feet  of  space  at  Navy  Pier, 
rented  from  the  City  of  Chicago  at  $187,000  per  year.  Funds  are  held  in  escrow,  in  accordance  with  a  con- 
tractual agreement,  to  pay  the  cost  of  restoring  the  Pier. 


Agency  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1958,  Totaled  $614,473 

Receipts  in  agency  funds  for  the  year,  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding,  were  $6,906,958,  disburse- 
ments were  $6,901,744.    A  balance  of  $614,473  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Exhibit  H). 
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Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $3,916,033,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $9,089,577 

Storeroom  balances  of  $1,114,309  were  brought  forward  July  1,  1957.  Purchases  and  expenses  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $3,968,845  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $3,916,033.  After  trans- 
ferring a  deficit  of  $849  from  operations  to  general  University  income  there  remained,  as  of  June  30,  1958, 
balances  of  $1,166,272  (Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $9,089,577.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $5,737,911 ;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $928,206;  telephone  system,  $540,560;  print 
shop,  $427,976;  car  pool,  $195,003;  animal  hospital,  $136,006;  tabulating,  $123,239;  laundry,  $116,989;  steno- 
graphic, $105,714;  blueprinting  and  photography,  $101,246. 

Deposits  as  of  June  30,  1958,  Totaled  $56,767 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1957-58  totaled  $60,052 
and  withdrawals  were  $55,513.    There  remained,  as  of  June  30,  1958,  a  balance  of  $56,767  (Schedule  J). 

Receipts  for  Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1957-58  Totaled  $326,604 

Balances  for  operation  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted  to 
$168,832  (Schedule  K).  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $326,604  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period 
were  $185,015.  After  transferring  $100,440  to  endowment  income  accounts,  a  balance  of  $209,981  remained 
as  of  June  30,  1958. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,728,806  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff  during  the  year  1957-58. 
The  University  Retirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before 
the  system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 
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The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  is  a  separate,  not-for-profit  corporation  established  to  handle 
trusts,  receive  gifts,  license  patents,  and  render  other  services  to  the  University,  and  is  managed  by  a  Board 
of  Directors.   Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  IV  of  this  report. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.    Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  V  of  this  report. 

Other  Reports

ACCOUNTANTS'  REPORT 


Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois 

and 
Auditor  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1958.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

We  have  also  examined  the  financial  statements  of  The  Athletic  Association  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  The  University  of  Illinois  Alumni  Association,  and  the  University 
of  Illinois  Foundation,  and  we  have  issued  separate  reports  thereon. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  summaries  of  current  income 
and  expenditures,  unappropriated  current  general  surplus  and  funds  balances,  and  sup- 
porting schedules  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  University  of  Illinois  at 
June  30,  1958,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that 
of  the  preceding  year.

2  The  Merriam  residence  was  deeded  by  Charles  J.  Merriam  to  the  Foundation  with  the  stipulation  that  the  grantors  have  occupancy  rights  until  January  1, 
1968.  Upon  surrender  of  this  right  the  property  is  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  to  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  furtherance  of  educational  oppor- 
tunities at  the  University  of  Illinois.

SUMMARY 
Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University  foi 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  University  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
from  tax  funds  and  receipts  from  student  fees  and  certain  federal  grants  deposited  with  the  State  are  disbursed 
through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  disburse 
funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service  departments,  auxiliary  enterprises  and 
self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Board  also  maintains,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly, 
a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed  from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Busi- 
ness Administration,  Volume  I.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  in  current  general  funds  is  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge 
sale  is  made.  In  all  current  restricted  funds,  except  self-supporting  activities  and  auxiliary  enterprises,  the 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  treated  as  deferred  income.  All  obligations  are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  they  become  payable.

From  current  income  for  the  year  and  working  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  appropriations  of 
$250,857  were  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds  (Exhibits  B  and  E). 

Working  Balance  of  Current  Funds  at  Close  of  Year  Was  $775,136,  an  Increase  of  $636,766 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  of  $138,370. 
Current  operating  expenditures  for  the  year  exceeded  current  income  by  $425,644.  The  sum  of  $250,857  was 
appropriated  and  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds.  Income  from  sale  of  buildings  amounted  to  $385. 
Decreases  in  surplus  reserves  (mainly  from  those  reserved  for  second  year  of  biennial  operating  expenses) 
amounted  to  $1,312,882.  After  allowing  for  these  changes,  there  remained  as  of  June  30,  1959,  a  free  balance 
of  $775,136  (Exhibit  B).   The  increase  in  the  general  reserve  during  the  year  thus  amounted  to  $636,766. 

Sales  of  Self-Supporting  Activities  Totaled  $2,166,236  While  Expenditures  Were  $1,963,389 

Sales  of  self-supporting  activities,  taken  into  income  during  the  year,  were  $2,166,236  (Schedule  B-3). 
Expenditures  made  during  the  same  period  totaled  $1,963,389.  Where  income  exceeds  expenditures,  the  excess 
is  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against  possible  future  deficits. 

Included  in  Current  Income  Are  Gifts,  Endowment  Income  and  Other  Trust  Receipts 
from  Private  Sources,  Totaling  $3,748,731 

The  University  receives  a  number  of  funds,  the  u.ses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies  or  persons. 
These  funds,  which  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  current  income,  represent  gifts  and 
grants  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  them  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only  the 
income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  de.signated. 
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The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind,  together  with  details  of  its  operation,  are 
shown  in  Schedule  B-4.  During  the  year  gifts  for  various  purposes  and  income  from  endowments  in  the  amounts 
of  $3,511,145  and  $237,58(5  respectively,  were  included  in  current  income.

The  research  contracts  indicated  above  provide  for  payment  of  direct  costs  of  the  program  and  a  large 
majority  allow  for  indirect  costs  resulting  from  such  projects.  A  considerable  portion  of  these  contracts  allow 
full  reimbvirsement  of  all  indirect  costs  resulting  from  their  operation. 

The  details  of  the  numerous  government  contracts  (including  State  of  Illinois  research  projects),  which 
are  handled  as  trust  funds,  are  included  in  Schedule  B-5.  The  largest  items  are  research  contracts  with  the 
Air  Force,  the  Army  Ordnance,  the  Army  Signal  Corps,  the  Army  Surgeon  General,  the  Atomic  Energy  Com- 
mission, the  International  Cooperation  Administration,  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  Navy  Bureau  of 
Ships,  the  Office  of  Naval  Research,  the  Public  Health  Service,  the  State  Division  of  Highways  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Expenditures  made  during  the  year  totaled  $8,840,461,  of  which  $8,373,074  were 
on  United  States  Government  contracts  and  $467,387  were  on  State  of  Illinois  research  projects.  These  expendi- 
tures are  included  in  Schedules  B-2  and  B-2a  under  the  classifications  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  below:

From  indirect  costs  recovered  from  United  States  Government  and  State  of  Illinois  programs,  the  sums 
of  $796,714  and  $21,913,  respectively,  were  expended  during  the  year.  In  addition,  on  indirect  costs  recovered 
from  private  gifts  and  grants,  an  amount  of  $50,000  was  transferred  to  general  income  and  $179,723  was 
expended  during  the  year.    Total  expenditures  from  indirect  costs  recovered  were  $998,350  (Schedule  B-6). 

Income  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Totaled  $9,088,886 

Activities  described  as  "auxiliary  enterprises"  include  residence  halls,  family  housing,  union  buildings, 
bookstores  and  hospital  and  medical  services.  The  total  income  of  these  activities  for  the  year,  the  accounts 
of  which  are  kept  on  an  accrual  basis,  amounted  to  $9,088,886  (Schedule  B-7).  Expenses  amounted  to 
$8,222,244  representing  an  excess  of  income  over  expenses  of  $866,642.    In  addition  to  these  operating  ex- 
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penses,  $632,070  was  transferred  to  sinking  funds  for  retirement  of  indebtedness,  $97,851  was  used  to  pur- 
chase fixed  assets  and  $71,920  was  used  to  increase  the  University  equity  in  properties  held  by  the  University 
of  Illinois  Foundation.  The  small  remainder  was  reserved  for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against 
possible  future  deficits. 

Student  Loan  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1959,  Totaled  $744,707,  an  Increase  of  $127,676  During  1958-59 

Student  loan  funds  of  the  University  consist  of  private  gifts,  which  have  amounted  to  $470,853  and 
grants  (including  matching  University  funds)  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  which  have 
amounted  to  $0(^,891.  These  amounts,  plus  income  after  allowing  for  operating  expenses,  have  created  a 
loanable  principal  as  of  June  30,  1959,  of  $744,707  as  compared  with  $017,031,  June  30,  1958  (Exhibit  C).

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $438,790  and  loans  collected,  $367,353  (Schedule  C-2).  Loans 
outstanding  June  30,  1959,  amounted  to  $595,422  as  compared  with  $525,065  as  of  June  30,  1958.  Of  the 
amount  of  outstanding  loans  92.8%  are  not  yet  due,  and  7.2%  have  matured  and  are  past  due.  Collections 
are  being  made  on  most  of  the  latter.

Although  the  University  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
a  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
constituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents 
a  permanent  principal  of  $649,013  (Exhibits  A  and  D).  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose,  the  sum 
of  $64,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois  from 
tax  revenues.    The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a  number  of  gifts,  from  which  the  income  alone  may  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Schedule  D-1.  These  gifts,  totaling  $5,340,515 
as  of  June  30,  1959,  have  been  made  for  the  following  purposes:

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  the  total  invested  in  securities  as  of  June  30,  1959, 
was  39.1%  as  compared  with  42.1%  as  of  June  30,  1958.  This  was  the  first  year  of  operation  for  pooling  the 
investments  of  the  permanent  endowments  and  balances  functioning  as  endowments  (other  than  those  specially 
invested)  and  the  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  these  pooled  endowment  securities  for  1958-59  was 
4.4%.  This  compares  with  5.6%  for  permanent  endowment  securities  and  2.9%  for  securities  of  funds  func- 
tioning as  endowments  (other  than  Miller  estate)  in  1957-58.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller  estate  seciirities 
held  for  endowment  purposes  for  1958-59  was  4.8%  as  compared  with  4.7%  in  1957-58.  In  making  invest- 
ments of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the  provisions  of  the 
Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility  for  selection  of  investments  on  trustees. 

Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  pooled  securities  are  carried  to  a  "Reserve  for  Gains  and  Losses  on  Pooled 
Investments"  account.  As  of  June  30,  1959,  the  balance  (cumulative  net  gain)  amounted  to  $46,397 
(Schedule  D-1). 

Total  investments  as  of  June  30,  1959,  were  $4,363,313,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of  $5,666,132. 
Income  on  these  investments  was  $240,298  in  1958-59. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments  was  $307,635  (Schedule  D-1).

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  a  balance  in  unexpended  plant  funds  of  $15,498,377.  To 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $250,857  was  added  from  current  income;  $742,000  from  special  State  appropriations; 
$685,611  from  United  States  Government  grants;  $284,380  from  gifts  from  private  sources;  $242,356  from 
current  restricted  funds;  $3,590,000  from  proceeds  of  serial  notes  and  bond  issues;  $24,220  from  interest  and 
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gain  on  salo  of  United  States  (Jovernnient  securities;  $14,;i80  troni  other  sources.  After  allowing  for  expendi- 
tures listed  above  and  for  expenditures  of  $1,181,727  not  capitalized,  there  remained  as  of  June  30,  1959,  an 
vuiexpended  balance  of  $(),285,200  available  for  expenditure  in  1959-60  (Exhibit  E). 

Debt  Obligations  on  Various  Buildings 

During  the  past  few  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuance 
of  debt  obligations  on  a  self-li(iuidating  basis.  Total  additions  to  sinking  funds  on  these  projects  during  1958-59 
were  §1.298,809  (Exhibit  F).  Principal  payments  made  totaled  $312,000,  leaving  indebtedness  on  these 
projects  of  $20,319,000  (Schedule  F-1).  A  balance  of  $1,121,5(19  remained  as  of  June  30,  1959  to  apply  on 
future  payments. 

Total  indebteilness,  including  indebtedness  on  properties  in  which  the  University  is  accjuiring  an  ecjuity, 
increased  from  $21,323,192  as  of  June  30,  1958,  to  $25,(504,962  as  of  June  30,  1959. 


Plant  Investment  Now  Totals  $178,373,362 

Expenditures  for  plant  additions,  as  previously  stated,  totaled  $1(),819,306.  Other  additions  (gifts,  etc.) 
totaled  $732,237.  Deductions  and  adjustments  amounted  to  $821,207,  making  net  additions  of  $10,730,396 
for  the  year  (Exhibit  G).

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose, 
however,  have  amounted  to  $5,779,459;  funds  borrowed,  $34,134,443;  and  United  States  Government  grants, 
$4,590,062.  Of  funds  borrowed,  the  sum  of  $6,994,801  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $1,474,()8() 
has  been  repaid  from  State  appropriations,  leaving  $25,664,962,  outstanding  and  unpaid  as  of  June  30,  1959.

In  addition  to  its  own  facilities  the  University  of  Illinois  uses  555,000  square  feet  of  space  at  Navy  Pier, 
rented  from  the  City  of  Chicago  at  $187,000  per  year.  Funds  are  held  in  escrow,  in  accordance  with  a  con- 
tractual agreement,  to  pay  the  cost  of  restoring  the  Pier. 

Agency  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1959,  Totaled  $1,324,658 

Receipts  in  agency  funds  for  the  year,  which  includes  federal  tax  withholding,  were  $8,825,639,  disburse- 
ments were  $8,115,454,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,324,()58  at  the  end  of  the  year  (Exhibit  H  and  Schedule  H-1). 

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $4,329,990,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $9,938,980 

Storeroom  balances  of  $1,160,272  were  brought  forward  July  1,  1958.  Purchases  and  expenses  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $4,226,718  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $4,329,990.  After  trans- 
ferring a  surplus  from  operations  of  $22,547  to  general  University  income  there  remained,  as  of  June  30,  1959, 
balances  of  $1,085,547  (Schedule  I). 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $9,938,980.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $6,432,387;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $830,866;  telephone  system,  $580,881; 
print  shop,  $462,332;  car  pool,  $201,018;  tabulating,  $165,909;  animal  hospital,  $155,013;  laundry,  $117,250; 
stenographic,  $113,377;  maiUng  center,  $109,903;  blueprinting  and  photography,  $109,098;  architectural 
overhead,  $100,288. 

Deposits  as  of  June  30,  1959,  Totaled  $73,280 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1958-59  totaled  $73,448 
and  withdrawals  were  $55,360.    There  remained  as  of  June  30,  1959,  a  balance  of  $73,280  (Schedule  J). 

Receipts  for  Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1958-59  Totaled  $285,547 

Balances  for  operation  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amountec 
to  $209,981  (Schedule  K).  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $285,547  while  expenditures  during  the  same 
period  were  $189,810.  After  transferring  $100,045  to  endowment  income  accounts,  a  balance  of  $205,073 
remained  as  of  June  30,  1959. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $1,727,492  (Schedule  B-2a)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff  during  the  year  1958-59. 
The  University  Retirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before 
the  system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

University  of  Illinois  Foundation 

The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  is  a  separate,  not-for-profit  corporation  established  to  handle  trusts, 
receive  gifts,  license  patents,  and  render  other  services  to  the  University,  and  is  managed  by  a  separate  Board 
of  Directors.   Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  V  of  this  report. 

Athletic  Association 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  ot 
Trustees  of  the  University.   Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  VI  of  this  report.

OUTLINE  OF  FINANCIAL  PROGRAM 


Contracts  have  been  entered  into  by  the  University  for  the  construction  of  the  following  units  on  real 
estate  owned  by  the  University  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3,150,000: 

1.  Central  food  stores  building  (servicing  all  University  residence  halls)  to  be  located  soutli  of  Stadium 
Drive  and  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  in  Champaign,  Illinois 

2.  Snack  bar  and  service  building  (facilities  for  mail  distribution  and  personal  services  for  all  University 
men's  residence  lialls  in  the  immediate  area)  to  be  located  at  Euchd  and  Gregory  Drive  in  Champaign, 
Illinois 

3.  Apartments  for  120  married  students  to  be  located  east  of  Orchard  Street  and  south  of  Florida  Avenue 
in  Urbana,  Illinois 

The  Series  A  and  B  bonds  of  1958  are  the  first  under  an  open-end  resolution  approved  December  17, 
1958,  under  which  the  University  plans  to  finance  all  future  housing  construction.  The  First  National  Bank 
of  Chicago  is  trustee  and  paying  agent. 

Bond  Issue 

Bonds  are  dated  October  1,  1958  and  are  issued  in  denominations  of  $1,000  each  in  two  series,  A  and  B, 
as  negotiable  coupon  bonds  registrable  as  to  principal  or  as  fully  registered  bonds  without  coupons.  Series  A 
bonds  are  numbered  consecutively  from  Al  through  A1G25  and  bear  interest  as  follows:

Series  B  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,525,000  were  all  issued  in  fully  registered  form  to  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Agency,  are  numbered  consecutively  from  BRl  through  BR34,  are  exchangeable  for  coupon  bonds 
and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3%  per  annum.  Interest  is  payable  April  1,  1959  and  semi-annually  thereafter 
on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October.

Operation  of  Buildings 

The  University  shall  deposit  all  revenues  from  the  operation  of  these  buildings  and  any  other  buildings 
authorized  under  this  resolution  in  its  own  treasury  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  designated  as  the  "Housing 
Revenue  Bond  Fund."    This  fund  shall  be  used  in  the  following  manner  and  order: 

1.  All  current  operating  expenses  shall  first  be  paid. 

2.  A  "Bond  and  Interest  Sinking  Fund"  shall  be  established  to  which  the  University  shall  deposit  a 
Mini  ecjual  to  67}/^%  of  the  debt  service  requirements  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year,  semi-annually  within 
no  days  following  June  30  and  December  31  of  each  year  until  the  sum  on  deposit  is  at  least  ecjual  to  the  cur- 
rent annual  debt  service  requirement  plus  a  reserve  equal  to  200%  of  the  annual  principal  and  interest  due 
in  the  .succeeding  fiscal  year.  Thereafter,  such  sums  shall  be  deposited  semi-annually  as  may  be  necessary  to 
meet  current  debt  service  and  maintain  the  aforesaid  reserve.  Funds  in  this  account  maj'  be  invested  in  Unitetl 
States  Government  securities. 

3.  Reserves  for  replacement  of  eipiipment  and  expenditures  for  minor  capital  additions  may  be  made 
after  all  amounts  required  in  sections  (1)  and  (2)  above  have  been  set  aside. 

4.  All  funds  remaining  after  sections  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  have  been  met  and  all  deficiencies  have  been  made 
lip  .shall  be  deemed  surplus  and  shall  be  used  for  any  of  the  following  purpo.scs: 

(a)  For  calling  and  redeeming  bonds  redeemable  prior  to  maturity. 

(h)  For  purchasing  in  open  market  bonds  of  this  issue  at  the  lowest  prices  reasonably  obtainable,  but  not 

exceeding  current  redemption  value. 

(c)  For  investment  in  United  States  Government  securities. 

(d)  For  unusual  or  extraordinary  repairs,  replacements  or  improvements  for  wliicii  no  funds  can  otherwise 
be  properly  provided. 

(e)  For  any  lawful  purpose  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 

If,  at  the  close  of  any  fiscal  year  after  the  projects  become  revenue  producing,  the  revenues  are  insufficient 
to  place  the  required  amounts  in  said  accounts,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  out  of  pledged  student  fees  and 
tuition  not  to  exceed  in  any  fiscal  year  $115,000,  plus  such  additional  sums  as  may  be  specified  in  any  supple- 
mental resolution  authorizing  issuance  of  additional  bonds.

2  The  Merriam  residence  was  deeded  by  Charles  J.  Merriam  to  the  Foundation  with  the  stipulation  that  the  grantors  have  occupancy  rights  until  January  1, 
1968.  The  carrying  amoimt  was  increased  upon  change  of  the  right  of  occupancy  by  the  grantor  to  Janviary  1,  1964.  Upon  surrender  of  this  right  the  property  is 
to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  to  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  furtherance  of  educational  opportunities  at  the  University  of  Illinois.
